Administration officials said 
publicly for the first time Tuesday 
that the U.S. might leave no 
American troops in Afghanistan 
after the end of combat in 
December 2014, an option that 
defies the view of Pentagon officials 
who say thousands of U.S. troops 
could be needed there to keep a lid 
on al-Qaeda and to strengthen the 
Afghan army and police. 

“The U.S. does not have an inher- 
ent objective of ‘X’ number of troops 
in Afghanistan ” said Ben Rhodes, a 
White House deputy national secu- 


rity adviser. “We have an objective of 
making sure there is no safe haven 
for al-Qaeda in Afghanistan and 
making sure that the Afghan gov- 
ernment has a security force that is 
sufficient to ensure the stability of 
the Afghan government.” 

Administration officials in recent 
days had said they were considering 
a range of options for a residual U.S. 
troop presence after 2014, from as 
few as 3,000 to as many as 15,000, 
with the number linked to a specif- 
ic set of military-related missions. 

Asked in a conference call with 
reporters whether zero was now an 
option, Rhodes said, “That would 
be an option we would consider.”

Judge: Soldier who 
leaked files suffered 
illegal punishment 

Fort Meade, Md. 

An Army private suspected of send- 
ing reams of classified documents 
to the secret-sharing WikiLeaks 
website was illegally punished at 
a Marine Corps brig and should 
get 112 days cut from any prison 
sentence he receives if convicted, 
a military judge ruled Tuesday. 

On the first day of a scheduled 
four-day hearing at Fort Meade, 
Army Col. Denise Lind ruled during 
a pretrial hearing that authorities 
went too far in their strict confine- 
ment of Pfc. Bradley Manning for 
nine months in a Marine Corps brig 
in Quantico, Va., in 2010 and 2011.

She added that the condi- 
tions “became excessive in relation 
to legitimate government interests.” 

Manning faces 22 charges, 
including aiding the enemy, which 
carries a maximum sentence of life 
behind bars. His trial begins March 
6. The 25-year-old intelligence ana- 
lyst had sought to have the charg- 
es thrown out, arguing the condi- 
tions were egregious. 

Manning showed no reaction as 
Lind read her decision. Jeff Pater- 
son of the Bradley Manning Sup- 
port Network, which is funding 
Manning’s defense, said the sen- 
tencing credit “doesn’t come close 
to compensating Bradley.”

Tucson residents rang bells at 
10:11 a.m. — the moment a men- 
tally ill gunman opened fire on Gif- 
fords as she met with constituents in 
2011, killing six people and leaving 
12 others injured. Mayor Jonathan 
Rothschild rang a bell at a fire sta- 
tion 19 times — one for each victim. 

Gunman Jared Lee Loughner is 
serving a life sentence for the crime. 

Giffords also took a prominent 
role in the gun debate on the anni- 
versary. She and her husband, Mark 
Kelly, wrote in an op-ed published 
in USA Today that their Americans 
for Responsible Solutions initiative 
would help raise money to support 
greater gun- control efforts.

Guatemala Develops a Private Urban Haven 


Guatemala City 

The highway climbs toward the 
edge of Guatemala City, past deep 
ravines where the poorest residents 
live in huts roofed with plastic and 
powered by stolen electricity. 

Seven miles south of the histor- 
ic center, the road comes to a set 
of towering white stucco walls and 
cast-iron gates that shelter apart- 
ment buildings and storefronts. 

Guatemalan developers are 
building a nearly independent city

At its heart 
is Paseo Cayala, with apartments, 
boutiques and restaurants. 

Builders call it a development 
for Guatemalans of a variety of 
incomes, though so far the cheap- 
est apartments cost about 70 times 
the average Guatemalan’s year- 
ly wage. Planners hope to expand 
it into “Cayala City,” a little larg- 
er than New York’s Central Park. 

Though the country’s wealthy 
have traditionally flocked to estates 
and haciendas outside the capital, 
Cayala City’s aim is to transform

Cayala's developers purchased 
the land on the outskirts of Guate- 
mala City in the 1980s and began 
building conventional if costly sub- 
divisions. But in recent years, they 
have begun to turn it into a virtual 
city. Work on the centerpiece, Paseo 
Cayala, began in January 2011. De- 
velopers say they have invested 
$66 million there to create walkable 
neighborhoods with a range of hous-

Signs of the Times 

Measured bythe number of high-damage 
events, 2012 ranked second after 2011, 
with 11 different disasters that caused 
more than $1 billion in damage, NOAA said. 
Superstorm Sandy headlined the year’s 
monster storms, but here’s a look at some 
of the other weather events that made 
2012 so brutal: 

^ The Midwest drought, far left, was the 
worst since the 1950s and slightly behind 
the Dust Bowl of the 1930s, meteorologists 
said. During a drought, the ground is so dry 
that there’s not enough moisture in the soil 
to evaporate to cause rainfall, which leads 
to hotter, drier air. This was fed in the 
U.S. by La Nina. 

^ The derecho, middle, on June 29 killed 
at least 20 people and left extended, 
widespread power outages for more than 
1.3 million people in the Washington region. 

^ Widespread, record-setting wildfires in 
the West, right, were stoked by the warm, 
dry conditions. Overall, 9.2 million acres 
burned, the third-most on record, (twp) 


Just Getting Warmed Up? 


A scorching 2012 shattered U.S. records, 
and some experts say it fits a global trend 


Washington 

America set an off-the-charts heat 
record in 2012. 

A brutal combination of a wide- 
spread drought and a mostly absent 
winter pushed the average annu- 
al U.S. temperature last year up to 
55.32 degrees Fahrenheit, the govern- 
ment announced Tuesday. 

That’s a full degree warmer than 
the old record set in 1998. 

Breaking temperature records by an 
entire degree is unprecedented, scien- 
tists say. Normally, records are broken 
by a tenth of a degree or so. 

“It was off the chart,” said Deke 
Arndt, head of climate monitoring at 
the National Climatic Data Center in 
Asheville, N.C., which calculated the 
temperature records. 

Last year, he said, will go down as 


“a huge exclamation point at the end of 
a couple decades of warming.” 

The data center’s figures for the 
entire world won’t come out until next 
week, but through the first 11 months of 
2012, the world was on pace to have its 
eighth warmest year on record. 

Scientists say the U.S. heat is part 
global warming in action and natural 
weather variations. The drought that 
struck almost two-thirds of the nation 
and a La Nina weather event helped 
push temperatures higher, along with 
climate change from man-made green- 
house gas emissions, said Katharine 
Hayhoe, director of the Climate Sci- 
ence Center at Texas Tech University. 


She said temperature increases are hap- 
pening faster than scientists predicted. 

“These records do not occur like this 
in an unchanging climate,” said Kevin 
Trenberth, head of climate analysis at 
the National Center for Atmospheric 
Research in Boulder, Colo. “And they 
are costing many billions of dollars.” 

What’s happening with tempera- 
tures in the United States is consis- 
tent with the long-term pattern of “big 
heat events that reach into new levels 
of intensity,” Arndt said. 

Still, John Christy, who directs the 
Earth System Science Center at the 
University of Alabama in Huntsville, 
said some researchers are exaggerat- 
ing the severity of the threat. He said 
that the right climate target is “in the 
mind of the beholder,” given that ris- 
ing energy demand is a sign that many

poor people are struggling “to be lifted 
out of their current condition.” 

“No one in Washington can stop 
that,” he said. 

The U.S. experienced weather events 
in 2012 — including extreme storms 
and drought — that many scientists say 
can be exacerbated by climate change. 

Some scientists, however, think it is 
premature to blame droughts or hur- 
ricanes on human-caused warming. 
Georgia Institute of Technology atmo- 
spheric scientist Judith Curry said in 
an email that the global average tem- 
perature for 2012 will not set a record. 

“Natural variability continues to 
dominate the occurrence of extreme 
weather events,” she said. 

Nonetheless, many scientists are 
worried about rising emissions, and 
many experts are engaged in a discus- 
sion over whether they should contin- 
ue pressing for ambitious carbon cuts 
in the near term or adjust their goals 
in the face of the prospect of a much 
warmer world, (ap/the Washington post)

“I think we both were getting 
tired of the process,” Nationals 
general manager Mike Rizzo said. 
“We had a lot of conversations 


back and forth with his represen- 
tative. Adam and I had a few pri- 
vate conversations. ... I made it clear 
to Adam that it’s time to get this 
thing done. Make a decision. Our 
offer is what it is. It’s been on the 
table for a while. It’s time to think 
of your options and pull the trig- 
ger if you want to be here.” 

LaRoche’s return completes 
the final piece of an expected 
starting lineup for the defend- 
ing NL East champions and ren- 


ders Michael Morse expendable. 
Morse played outfield last year but 
would have moved to first base if 
LaRoche had not re-signed, giv- 
ing the Nationals much of the 
leverage they needed to balk at 
LaRoche’s bid for the extra year 
in the contract. 

LaRoche had a superb 2012 at 
the plate — .271 average, 33 home 
runs, 100 RBIs — but he’s 33 years 
old, and Washington is flush with 
young, emerging talent that will cost

Layman’s scoring outburst was 
the day’s biggest revelation. Get- 
ting the start and extended min- 
utes because of Nick Faust’s back 
spasms. Layman doubled his pre- 
vious career-best scoring output. It 


was only the second time this season 
he’s scored more than seven points. 

“He’s like the littie brother that’s 
bigger than the big brother,” Wells 
said. “He doesn’t realize his poten- 
tial and how good he can be. Once 
he really owns all his potential ... 
he’s going to be one of the best play- 
ers to play at Maryland.” 

Maryland’s next test comes 
Wednesday when Florida State 
visits College Park. The Seminoles, 
who won 25 games last season, are 
off to a 9-5 start and beat Clemson 
on Saturday in their ACC opener. 

“They’re going to guard you. 
They’re going to execute. They’re 
going to be physical, which we 
need,” Turgeon said. “We haven’t 
been playing as physical as we 
need to play. Hopefully, Florida 
State will be able to bring that out

Spreading wings early 

More and more Chinese students are getting a head start on study abroad by enrolling 

in private US high schools, Yu Wei reports in New York.

D ozens of teenage boys and girls 
wearing the business-casual 
uniform of an elite Manhattan 
prep school rush into the 
cafeteria on a recent afternoon, 
boisterously chatting. It’s an 
unremarkable scene that could 
play out at any private institution charged with 
educating the children of well-to-do Americans. 

But these students are Chinese, which 
becomes evident even from a distance since 
their conversation is exclusively in Mandarin. 

They’re enrolled at Leman Manhattan 
Preparatory School, in New York’s financial 
district. 

Among the group is Sun Yihao, a 17-year-old 
from Shanghai who is a junior in Leman’s high 
school (there also are primary- and middle- 
school programs). 

Leman is good preparation for studying at a 
US university, says Sun, who dreams of being 
admitted to Princeton. 

“I don’t like China’s grueling education system, 
which involves tons of homework and exams. I 
like the US style of education,” he said. 

Sun and his classmates are part of a rapidly 
growing trend. According to the US Department 
of Homeland Security, only 65 Chinese students 
were enrolled in private US high schools during 
the 2005-2006 academic year. By 2010-2011, 
the number reached 6,725. 

“The location is great; I think it will be good for 
my future,” Sun said in a classroom just blocks 
from Wall Street itself, as well as landmarks such 
as the New York Stock Exchange and the bronze 
Charging Bull sculpture. 

He hopes to major in finance at Princeton. 
Most of the other Chinese students at Leman 
also plan to go to US colleges and universities. 
Sun says. 

Those institutions have seen enrollment from 
China rise 23 percent this year to 190,000, or 
a quarter of all of their international students, 
according to Open Doors, published annually by 
the Institute of International Education and the 
US State Department. 

Leman’s 40 international boarders live in a 
school-run dormitory at 37 Wall St, a luxury 
building anchored by jeweler Tiffany & Co on the 
ground floor. 

Their education experience isn’t cheap. The 
cost for an international student who boards at 


Leman is $68,000 a year including tuition. 

“Compared to my high school in China, the 
cost is high. But my parents are 100 percent 
supportive,” said Sun, who had attended a 
Shanghai private school where the annual 
tuition of 110,000 yuan ($17,500) was far more 
expensive than a Chinese public high school. 

On average, the total cost (tuition plus room 
and board) of attending a private boarding school 
in the New York metropolitan area is $46,875 for 
the 2011-2012 academic year, according to the 
National Association of Independent Schools. 
That’s about $2,000 above the median cost per 
year for all US private boarding schools. 

“ It’s expensive, but when you live on Wall Street, 
the cost of apartments and the cost of living are 
huge,” said Drew Alexander, head of school at 
Leman, which opened its doors in 2005. 

With teenagers, many of them from other 
countries, in the school’s charge amid the 
concrete canyons of lower Manhattan, there are 
a number of safety measures in place. 

For one, students must have their school- 
assigned mobile phone with them when they sign 
out, and they are only allowed to leave their dorm 


in groups of three or more. 

To earn the freedom to explore their immediate 
environs, Leman students must pass a series of 
tests — take a walking tour of the neighborhood, 
demonstrate a working knowledge of the New 
York City transit system and attend a safety 
presentation by the police department. 

This year, 30 of Leman’s international boarding 
students are Chinese: the other 10 are from Italy, 
Russia, Germany, South Korea and Turkey. 

For Sun, the prevalence of so many compatriots 
can be frustrating. 

“I can’t practice my English well enough when 
there are so many Chinese classmates around,” 
he complained. 

To address this, the school has established an 
English-as-a-second-language, or ESL, program 
that extends beyond regular classroom hours. 

“In reality, students spend most of their day in 
an English context — taking classes in English, 
socializing with American students, doing 
homework in English,” said Brylee Maxfield, 
communications manager at Leman. 

She points out that New York’s diversity 
provides students many opportunities to step 


outside their comfort zones and experience 
other languages and cultures. 

Besides its extended ESL services, the school 
also provides at least one Mandarin-speaking 
instructor to translate for Chinese students when 
they’re struggling to understand something in 
class. 

According to the Association of Boarding 
Schools, about 5,600 students from China 
enrolled in its 285 member schools in the US 
this academic year. Each school has an average 
of about 20 Chinese students, a number that has 
increased steadily for nearly a decade. 

“Having many students from a single country 
or language group can be challenging,” said Pete 
Upham, executive director of the North Carolina- 
based association, which also represents schools 
in Canada and other countries. 

“Families from China or any country are 
sending their kids to US boarding schools in part 
to have a Western experience,” he said. 

“If there are a large number of students from 
their home country, it begins to take the shine off 
the appeal of these places.” 

The Chinese student body at US boarding 
schools appears to be nearing a plateau, Upham 
says. “I do expect that next year there still will be 
more Chinese students, but I think the rate of 
growth is slowing considerably.” 

The reason isn’t demand, which remains 
high. Instead, schools are nearly at capacity for 
absorbing all the Chinese students they can, 
given their desire to have a diverse student 
population. 

Many US boarding schools are nonetheless 
putting more resources into recruiting from 
China. Administrators at Squaw Valley Academy, 
on the California (western) side of Lake Tahoe, 
recently visited Chinese high schools to promote 
their institution, which caters to foreign as well as 
American students. 

Accordingto Squaw Valley Admissions Director 
Adrienne Forbes, the school has received many 
applications from China since it began enrolling 
Chinese students in 2006. 

To better serve this growing population, the 
California school now offers Chinese-inspired 
meals each week and organizes Chinese cultural 
activities every Friday. 

“The students enjoy a Chinese dinner, play 
games of mahjong and watch Chinese videos,” 
Forbes said. 


Gleaming with tradition

For 41-year-old Li Zhengyun 
and his family, silver 
craftsmanship is a traditional 
skill that was kept in the family, 
and only passed onto men. 
Today, Li is not only asking both 
his son and daughter to learn 
it, but also giving lectures in 
universities. 

For the women of the Miao 
ethnic group in Southwest 
China, wearing elaborate 
silver headpieces, bracelets, 
ox horns and the like is not 
just ornamental, but also 
demonstrates the families’ 
fortunes and showcases Miao 
traditions during weddings, 
funerals and holidays. 

At a recent exhibition in 
Beijing featuring handicrafts 
from Guizhou province, Li and 
his silver works attracted much 
attention. “I do not even need 
to draw an outline on paper 
beforehand,” he said, twining a 
strand of silver into a butterfly 
on a pencil tip. 

Li’s family stands out in 
Kaili city, Guizhou, for their 
skill at making exquisite silver 
ornaments by hand. Li is the 
family’s ninth generation of 
masters at silver crafting, 
which is listed as one of China’s 
intangible cultural heritages. 
Today, fewer local artisans are 
passing the skill to the next 
generation. In recent years, Li 
has been trying to teach anyone 
willing to learn. 

“Most young people, 
especially men, prefer to go to 
cities as migrant workers to 
support their families,” he said. 
“It brings faster and larger sums 
of money.” 

Back in the 1990s, when silver 
handicrafts were rare, Li and his 
father used to spend years away 
from home, visiting villages and 
households in remote poverty- 
stricken mountains to produce 
sets of silverware. 

The father and son earned 
roughly 6,000 yuan ($960) a 
year, an important income for 
their family, which also relied 


on corn and raising pigs. They 
moved to Kaili in 2000 due to 
dwindling harvests and poor 
business. 

Today, Li owns a silver- 
ornament workshop with his 
elder brother. They receive 
orders from all around the 
country, and their income 
has increased tenfold. The 
family has even ventured into 
e-business as they opened a 
store on Taobao.com, one of the 
country’s leading e-commerce 
websites. 

Li finds that silver decorations 
are more popular among Han 
people, as his workshop receives 
more orders from the big cities. 

“These decorations are 
special not only because they 
are elegant and tiny, but also 
because they are all purely 
handmade,” said Wang Qi, a 
young customer who spent 200 
yuan on a pair of silver earrings 
at the recent exhibition in the 
capital. 

Since 2012, Li has been 
giving lectures in the art school 
of Shanghai University, China 
Academy of Art and Nanjing 
Institute of Arts and Crafts. 
University students majoring 
in arts also visit his home in 
Guizhou during holidays to learn 
the skill. 

“It is our responsibility to pass 
the skill to younger generations 
as we are getting older,” Li 


said. “I wish we could expose 
the handicraft to more people 
outside of Guizhou.” 

This exposure to higher 
education has prompted Li to 
pay professional art teachers 50 
yuan per hour to teach his son 
and his 16-year-old daughter 
painting once a week. 

“Early and constant training 
can help to improve their skills 
and enlighten their art-design 
ideas. And this will help them go 
to professional art colleges,” he 
said. 

Li’s 12-year-old son, Li Chen, 
was absorbed in making silver 
decorations while his father 
introduced their works to 
customers in Beijing. 

While the father picked up 
the skill at the age of 15, the 
son started to learn when he 
was 9. Li Chen is the only boy 
who has excellent skills in silver 
processing in his class of 40- 
plus students. The boy has won 
several awards in handicraft 
competitions in Guizhou. 

In his heart though, the father 
wishes his children would seek a 
life different from his. 

“For most of my life, I have 
worked all day till midnight and 
made very little money,” Li said. 

“I hope they can major 
in finance or international 
business, so they can make big 
money, and not have to work as 
hard as we did.”

Consumer information giant Nielsen 
is partnering with Twitter to create 
the Nielsen Twitter TV Rating, “a 
syndicated-standard metric around 
the reach of the TV conversation on 
Twitter,” to be made available at the 
beginning of this fall’s TV season.

We’ve been stuck with an antiquated 
rating system for quite a while now, 
one that’s still grappling with no- 


duh issues like “What about people 
who don’t watch shows during their 
scheduled time slot?” and “How do 
we count the masses who use lap- 
tops and tablets and smartphones 
to watch TV?” That Nielsen con- 
siders the conversation about tele- 
vision on Twitter too loud to ignore 
is a major development itself 
Though the television industry 
has a track record of wariness when 
it comes to the Internet, broadcast- 
ers are becoming more accepting of 
Twitter.
